This could only mean that

It would appear, therefore, 
from the affidavits submitted by 
Doctors Guy Springthorpe and 
Lance Whittaker in the recent 
Supreme Court proceedings, that 
the mental condition of Robert 
Peter Tait has deteriorated since 
before his trial] and conviction for 
murder; and that, therefore, it is 
reasonable to assuine that the 





existed prior to the trial, | 
The Australian Labor party, be- 
Heving that reasonable doubts 
now exists as to Robert Peter 
Tait’s present sanity, would sup- 
port with the utmost approval 
any action by the Bolte Govern- 
ment free from’ party political 
considerations which would:— 


{a) Give Robert Peter Tait the 
benefit of any doubt as to his 
sanity and revoke.the death 
penalty. 

(b) Immediately set up a com- 
mission of inquiry, comprising 
legal and medical representa- 
tives, for the purpose of re.

At present broad answers can 
only be given to only three fun. 
damental questions: 


1. Have the. present shockingly 
jow payments been sufficiently 
increased? Definitely not! 


2. Will more or less people re- 
ceive benefits? Less. 


3. Will the present long de- 
lays of 18 months or more in 
contested cases be . remedied? 
This is doubtful because the Bill 
will cause many additional legal 
cases. 

Even now the payments are far 
too low, if an employee is injured 
on the job the case “is “strong 


-fenough “to deiiand full ordinary 


wages, and even this includes no 
compensation for pain suffering. 
This Government has worked on 
the 1953 maximum weekly pay- 
ment of £12/16/- right up to the 
present day. 


The proposed increases do not 
in the slightest way make con- 
cession for the increased produc- 
tion in industry, this has in- 
creased by 3.8 per cent. per year. 
If we compare the comparative 
costs of living in Melbourne to 
that in Sydney and also the com- 
pensation payments we will see a 
great discrepancy in the actual 
value. 


Bolte’s new bill allows for a 
maximum of £14/d5/-. It provides 
for an adult worker only £9/15/-, 
(£8/16/- in: 1953); £2/15/. for de- 
pendant spouse, (£2/8/- in 1953); 
and £1/2/6 each for two depen- 
dant children, (i6/- each in 
1953).

In New South Wales under 
‘Labor, the rates are £10/10/- for 
an adult worker, £3/./- for a de- 
pendant wife, and 25/- for each 
child with a maximum equal to 
the ordinary wage, compare this 
with the £14/15/- in Bolte’s Bill, 


On the bright side, the death 
benefit has been increased to 
£4,300. This now equals that in 
N.S.W. But whereas in N.S.W. 
£3/3/- is paid to each child until 
the age of 16, the Bolte Bill only 
provides for £100 per each de- 
pendant child. 


The Bill includes additional 
people as workers and introduces 
valuable safeguards in regard to 
ceasing of payments, On the 
other hand it attacks the defini- 
tion of injury in a most damaging 
way. The amendments limit the 
number of workers who will bene. 
fit particularly the hidden type 
of disease, such as heart, and 
some bacterial diseases etc, 


The Bill’s overemphasis on 
proof will cause lengthy delays 
and will have the effect of forcing 
many who are in needy circum- 
stances to accept inadequate 
settlements offered by the insur- 
ance companies. 


The Bolte Government. will 
need to alter much in this new 
Bill as it goes through Parlia- 
ment if it ig to become an Act a, 
which really affords justice to “= 
those injured in industry.

Householders can’t get full value for their municipal rates 
because of unfair treatment meted out to local government by the

Under the heading “There’s No 
Magic in Ycur Municipal Rates,” 
the brochure says housenolders 
must not expect miracles from 
their rates when Victorian coun- 
cils haye to pay £300,000 a year 
in Federal payroll tax; provide 
free municipal services to many 
Commenwealth properties; and 
spend an undue proportion of 
rates on roads because the Com- 
monwealth makes a profit out of 
petrol tax. 

Half a million copies of the 
brochure are being distributed 
by Victorian councils in a State- 
wide camyaign to inform rate- 
payers, of disabilities imposed on 
councils by the Commonwealth 
to the detriment of people who 
own or rent property. 








































The brochure asks ratepayers 
to support their council’s rep- 
resentations to Federal Members 
of Parliament for redress on the 
matters raised in the brochure. 

Following the issue of the 
brochure, the Municipal Associa- 
tion’s annual conference, attended

Reporting this the Victorian 
Railway Commissioners say that 
none of the measures taken ap- 
pear to have ‘prevented some 
vehicle drivers from continuing

rashness and carelessness. 

Victoria spends about £1 mil- 
lion each year on level -cross- 
ing protection. 

Since 1923 a Railway Level 
Crossing Committee has advised 
on all crossings, and its recom-~ 
mendations are invariably ac- 
cepted. 

Money for level crossing pro- 
tection or grade separation is 
provided partly by Parliament un- 
der a special appropriation; 
partly from a section of motor 
registration fees, and the balance 
from Country Roads Board and 
Victorian Railway funds.

Coconut has the happy “knac 
k of lifting an osdinary dish into 
the luxury class and very little 
of it goes a long way in giving 
an exciting new look and flavour 
to family favourites.
